They 
return a sadder and wiser deputation than 
when they came—wiser because some sense of 
the persistent insolubility of ‘the Irish question 
has dawned upon their astonished conecious- 
nesses; sadder because the hope of bringing 
grist to the Labour Party's mill in the shape 
of Irish votes as the reward’ of championing 
the cause of Home Rule was rudely. and finally 
shattered. 

The deputation did not stay Jong, but they 
saw much and heard more. It is to be noted with 
gratification that every section of the’. com- 
munity behaved quite naturally. There were 
no party manners. The South of Ireland dis- 
played its temper. Belfast displayed its City 
Hall. The deputation saw much, but they did 
not. eee Ireland, for the simple reason that 
they did not encounter the forces that eway 
Ireland. They saw the right people, but 
generally in their capacities that are of least 
aecount. Ireland is like one of the more com- 
plex compounds in organic chemistry, What ‘+ 
is, Or appears to be, at any given moment de- 
pends entirely on how the atoms—its citizens 
are put together. To-day they may form a 
useful food, to-morrow .a dangerous explosive, 
In nearly every case the fusion of the elements 
results in the giving off of a highly volatile 
gas. Apply heat and resistance to poverty and 
ignorance, and the result is Sinn Fein. A 

The Labour deputation encountered Sinn 
Fein, but probably failed to realise its in- 
significance. It is insignificant because the 
beat and pressure are momentary things. 
Apply capitalism to the Calvinistic tempera- 
ment, and you get the extreme type of Ulster 
Unionisi, but the narrower capitalism is already 
falling before the trumpets of industrial co- 
partnership. 

There are only four forces that count in tle 
Ireland of to-day. They are—poverty, igror- 
ance, agrarianism, and religion. The 1 abour 
deputation did not meet representatives of the 
tillers of the soil, because the soil of Ireland 
is not tilled. They did not meet the graziers, 
because the graziers have no use for labour. 
The deputation did not meet a deputation of the 
poor, because the poor have no union except 
the one provided by the State. They did not 
meet the ignorant in their capacity of the 
ignorant, because ignorance. is ignorant of its 
case against, the community, and has the 
misfortune in Ireland of being. eompelled to 
employ advocates who are paid by the other 
side. 

Lastly, the deputation did not moet religion, 
because Labour and the Church are mortal 
enemies, because the Church holds itself 
superior to the State and a law unto itself. It 
is significant, perhaps, that while the first person 
to be cal upon by Mr. Adamson and his 
colleagues was the Archbishop of Cashel, it was 
as a disinterested observer of Irish affairs, 
which he is not, and not as a Prince of the 
Church, which he is, that the distinguished 
prelate welcomed them. At this minute 
neither the Labour deputation nor any other 
living soul outside of the Roman Catholic 
Hierarchy knows what the official view of the 
Roman Catholic Church ison the Irish question 
The one power in Ireland that could effectually 
bid the waves of political violence and discord 
to cease remains aloof, fruitful of destructive 
criticlmm, barren of constructive advice. 
Whether this strange and sinister silence of the 
most authoritative voice in Ireland impressed 
the Labour. deputatidn I do not know. They 
are shrewd men, and did not confine their in- 
guiries to the programmes of official bodhes. 

Se with the agrarian question. In the 
counsels of organised Labour the veice of the 
existing agricultural labourer is feeble; the 
voice of the potential agrieultural labourer }s 
inaudible. _ Yet 1 happen to know that the 
deputation had some interesting facts placed 
before it on this score. Full bellies do rot 
right political wrongs, but they soften political 
hatreds, and give the self-respect that 
meeta its enemies face to face. The key to full 
bellies in Ireland is not suppositihious water- 
power or harbours in Galway, but more tillage 
of a country which God intended for the 
support of human beings and not bullocks. 

There are two other permanent forces in 
Treland—drink and political corruptien. Tha 
Lebour deputation was iold all about the 
former and nothing about the latter, which 
has done more to frighten the Wistermen than 
ever the fear of Popery did. This also must 
be taken into consideration by those who pro- 
pose to mould Irelands destinies, whether 
they be Labour members or not. On the 
eve of their departure Mr. Adamson declared 
that in due course, after a proper period of 
intellectual gestation, the Labour deputation 
would make a report to*the party which it 
represents. That it will get much nearer to 
the heart of Ireland's troubles than other 
efforts of a like character have done is doubt- 
ful for the reasons which 1 have indicated. 
Yet there is ground for hoping that, in the 
couree of their brief visit, these simple, but 
hard-headed, men have seen here and there, 
through the clouds of passion, prejudice, self- 
interest, and windy rhetoric, the tre-

IMPRESSED AND DEPRESSED. 

Our Belfast Correspondént telegraphed last 
night :—The delegation of the British Labour 
Party touring Ireland, to consider the political 
situation, concluded their visit this evening at 
Belfast, and returned to England.

The con- 
ference lasted over 2) hours, during which time 
the whole of the Irish question from the 
Labour point of view was discussed. 

“This morning Sir Peter O'Connell, Mr. A. 
Wilson, J.P., and others were received, and 
Mr. Wilson drew the attention of the mission 
to the recent local elections, held on the basis 
of proportional representation, and the light 
these results threw on thé general Irish 
question. . 

“ Afterwards representg@ives of the Unionists’ 
Labour Association were received. These repre- 
sentatives admitted that they only represented 
their own political organisation, and, although 
they were individual members of trade unions, 
they were not in any way representative of 
these unions. They emphasised the-demand of 
their own political organisation that the Union 
between Ireland and England should not be 
interfered with. 

“In reply to a statement made by one of the 
representatives, that the Labour Party had en- 
tered into an _ alliance with the Nationalist 
Party, Mr. Adamson replied that the Labour 
Party was an independent party, and had en- 
tered into no alliance with any other political 

y. It might here be stated that the fact 
that the Nationalist Party had recently been 
advising their Irish supporters in Great Britain 
to vote for Labour is simply an indication 
that the Nationalist Party has come to the 
conclusion that the only party which will give | 
justice to Ireland from their point of view is- 
the Labour Party. :

THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 

Then, speaking of the House of Lords, Mr. 
Asquith said—I cannot but preface what I 
have to say about necessary changes in the 
constitution of that body with an acknowledr- 
ment of the splendid service which it has ree- 
dered, particularly during the last twelve 
months, to the cause of freedom and justice. I 
have had to allow—it seems a paradoxical thing’ 
for a Radical to make this admission, but W is 
an admission extracted from us by our sense 
of fairness—we have to acknowledge that 
through the two or three most critical, and 
even crucial, years it was the House of Lords, 
and not the present House of Commons, that 
was shown to be the true friends of the people. 
We all agree that it was one of 
terms upon which the Parliament Act was 
passed seme years ago—we all agreed, and no 
one more than the members of the House of 
Lords itself—that its present constitution 
could not be justified, that a hereditary 
body of any kind without a popular mandate 
or pledge is an impossibility and an 
anachronism in these days. I desire to see 
substituted for our present Second Chamber a 
Chamber much smaller in number, constituted 
partly by nomination. There would be room 
in such a Chamber for distinguished public 
servants who have exercised in non-political 
spheres, such as upon the Bench or in the 
Government of the Dominions and De 
pendencies—who have exercised important and 
reeponsible functions, partly nominated, but to 
the extent, at any rate, of two-thirds elected 
in part—my own preference would be elected 
by populous constituencies for a fixed term of 
years—and, in part, by the House of Commons 
for the duration of its own life. 


DEVOLUTION. 

Next I come to a matter which ie, perhaps, 
more immediately interesting to you—the 
question of Devolution. However representa- 
tive your House of Commons may be, and how- 
ever well composed and authoritative your 
Second Chamber, yet the two together, the 
Imperial Parliament, cannot possibly continue 


to discharge the functions of both an Imperial | 


and local Parliament, and in regard to no 


department of affairs is that more manifest | 


than in regard to Scotland. There is only one 
way, to give to the different portions of the 
United Kingdom—and Scotland has a plain 
and indisputable claim--io give to them local 
legislatures freely elected by the peoples of the 
different kingdoms and _  principalities—local 
legislatures with full and complete contro! over 
local affairs, thereby securing at the eame time 
that your particular business will be conducted 
by people who understand it, and carried 
through. 
IMPERIAL POLICY. 

That brings me to say lastly, that we must 
have a change in our Imperial system as' dis- 
tinguished even from the system which prevails 
at Westminster. You must have a system 
under whieh periodically in regard to what I 
may call vital questions of Imperial policy which 
affect the Empire as the whole you are able to 
bring into conference and consultation the pe- 
presentatives of these great Dominions whom 
we recognise more and more to be free and co- 
equal partners with us in the givantic institu- 
tion which has grown up by a series of what 
some people call accidents, and others might 
call miracles—the British Empire. Continuing, 
Mr. Asquith said that the rendering more in- 
timate of the inter-communication in regard to 
matters of Imperial import between ourselves at 
home and the Dominions really was a thing 
which he not only desired, but would do every- 
thing in his power te promote. (Cheers.) One 
of the principles which they had learned during 
the course of the last SO or. 60 years, and 
which had now become an integral and vital 
part of their creed was that the way, and the 
only. way, to keep an Empire euch as theirs 
intact and together was to combine Imperial 
unity with complete local authority.

Then he was able, 
Í he was glad to say, to bring the matter before 
Í the Red Cross Society and the St. John Am- 
bulance Society, and a sum of £1,000 was allo- 
cated towards the club, on the understanding 
that the other £1,000 should be got in some 
way. The committee approached the London 
Board of the College of Nursing, asking them 
for assistance, and the London Board very 
kindly gave a sum of money to the 
Irish Board of the College. of Nursing, 
which ensured that the rent of the house 
should be paid. The commitiee were still 
anxious about money, but their anxiety was 
set at rest by a munificent subscription 
of £1,000 from Lord Iveagh. (Applause.) The 
College very wisely decided that this sum should 
be capitalised, and the interest devoted to the 
club, and if they raised another £400 or £500 
they would be able to. present to the profession 
a club deserving of the support of nurses and of 
the public. (Appfause.) They were véty 
anxious that the Dublin public should take a 
great interest in the club, as they felt that a 
great many people might help it in a great 
many ways. People could help it by sending in 
garden produce, such as vegetables, 
fruit, end flowers, and the Committee 
would be very glad, indeed, iW any- 
one gave furniture, as the club was not 
fully furnished. They were determined that the 
club should be made thoroughly comfortable, 
and a place where nurses could feel that they 
had a home where they could see their friends 
and have tea. The Committee hoped to have a 
lending hbrary formed, and arrange lectures for 
nurses. The subscriptions annually were 5s. for 
members of the College of Nursing, London, 10s. 
6d. for outside members, and 2s. 6d. for proba- 
tioners. They had also in the club eight beds 
for nurses passing through Dublin, who wanted 
to put up there, and these nurses could stay 
there for‘a time. He was sure that the club 
would be the greatest possible help to nurses 
passing through Dublin, or coming to Dublin 
for a short period for special training. He be- 
lieved the club was going te be a sucebss, and 
now that they had got the money that he had 
referred to, with the further sum that they ex- 
pected to receive, they hoped to make the pre- 
mises comfortable. They were to get the pro- 
ceeds of a matince performante at. the Gaiety 
Theatre on Thursday, and Dr. and Mrs. Setoa 
Pringle had arranged for a sale of work and 
fete, to be held im the club premises next month, 
and it was hoped th t sufficient money would 
be raised to equip the chib as a home, and make 
it worthy of the nursing profession of Dublin.

THE LORD CHIEF JUSTICE. 


The Lord Chief Justice said that. he could 
testify to the opinion which they all held that 
the club was worthy of the support of the nurses 
and the publie generally. Sir John Lumsden 
had told them of the admirable work of the 
Committee in providing funds to eliminate any 
financial worry at ith Commencement. Whe the 
Committee first met they could only see seme- 
thing hke £200 of the £2,000 which was the 
minimum that they required to set it on a firm 
foundation. In a airt time, through the opera- 
tions of the Joint Committee, of which Sir John 
| Lumaden was so prominent a member, they were 
able to see the first 21,000. (Applause ) Now, 
through the generosity of Lord Iveagh and the 
Board of Nursing in London, they were ‘able. to 
rely on a capitalised sum of £1,000 and th an- 
nual jncome which it would bring. 
There were still three things which 
they hoped would he adequately satisfied 
in order to place the club on a perfectly stable 
foundation: firstly, they required £400 or £500 
more to place the club on a secure basis: 
secondly, they hoped that some of their friends 
who had useful, but superfluous, furniture would 
add to the comfort of the nurses by making 
such presente to the club, and. thirdly. they 
needed a helping hand in the matter of sup- 
plies. The material comfort of the nurses must, 
| be looked after, and the object was to provide 
meals as near to cost price as possible: and, 
at a time when every penny expended in charit- 
able organisations counted, they hoped for the 
assistance of ladies who had gardens, and who 
would make gifts of vegetables and flowers from 
time to time. They had arrived at a time in 
the world’s history when women could manage 
their own affairs and do a great deal towards 
managing men’s affairs, too. (Laughter.) It 
» was thought desirable that on the financial side 
a few mere men should be invited to join the 
committee. He was happy that he was in a 
position to tell them that it had been the in- 
tention from the first that the principle of 
“ Home Rule ' should be applied to the nurses, 
and when the club was financially free Sir John 
Lumsden and he and other members of the Com- 
mittee would retire, giving them their blessing 
and hearty goodwill. They would then leave the 
club to the management of the nurses. and 
they were sure that they would prove them- 
selves well able to manage the club. (Applause.) 
lt would be a home for nurses. without dis- 
tinction whatever, and the Committee hoped 
that it would be the means of doing great and 
permanent good to the profession, which had 
not been sufficiently appreciated by the public. 
(Applause.) 

The Rev. J. M. Hatton, Adm.. St. Andrew's, 
Westland row, said that it was a peculiar 
pleasure and satisfaction to him to be present 
and to encourage the great work that had been 
imaugurated that evening.

STORM-DELAYED VESSELS REAGH 
DUBLIN. 


Inéothitig sléámers to Dublin yesterday had 
found the Irish Channel still in a disturbed 
condition, although the velocity and strength 
of the prevailing winds had been much reduced. 
The seas still. continued big and rough, and 
heavy swells had to be contended against. None 
of the morning inward steamers was exactly in 
accordance with their usual time bill, but on the 
shortér routes from Great Britain there was 
little to complain of in the delays. The long 
passage, however, between the Clyde and the 
Liffey was made longer still for the Burns Line 
steamer Puma, which did not get up to her 
North Wall berth until the afternoon. As a 
“ peace offering,” she had brought with her-a 
very acceptable comsignment of sugar, and had 
left more behind, which will come over on the 
next. trip. 

Yesterday storm-damaged roofs of buildings 

and transit sheds at the river were being re- 
paired. By the irony of fate, a stack of new 
slates at the port had been damaged by the 
gale, and a pretty large number of t roofi 
requisites smashed into little bits. The United 
States steamer Deleo sailed from the Alexandra 
Basin for Belfast yesterday, and had a fair 
quantity of Dublin carge to bring back with her 
to New York. 
SERIOUS FLOODS IN KING'S COUNTY. 
The Shannon floods at Banagher, which 
reached their, highest point a few days ;

THE EDUCATION BILL. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

8ing,— lé is undeniable that there are grave 
defects in-our educational system, and confining 
our attention to the question of aries for 
teachers, without making any effort to remedy 
these defects, ie a wrong policy educationally. 
There is no justification (from the educational 
point of view) for demanding financial equality 
with English and Scottish teachers while our 
system lacks the marks which are indispensable. 
The foundation-stone of a system is a regular 
school attendance, and without thie—which, it 
seems, can only be secured by compulsion—sa 
system is undeserving of the name. It is diffi- 
eult to understand why compulsory education 
haa been decreed for the starving children of 
city lance and alleys and denied to their lusty 
rural brothers and sisters. 

Again, the arrangements for heating, clean- 
ing, and sanitation are crude and antiquated. 
The duties of sweeping, dusting, and the light- 
ing of fires devolve upon the teacher, but they 
are generally ‘carried out by children who are 
frequently of tender years. Those who are op- 
posed to reform in this and other matters ought 
to visit a primary school between 9.50 and IO 
a.m. and see how this portion of the “ system ”’ 
works. Personally, 1 know that many managers 
are distinguished educationists, who are most 
zealous in the discharge of their duties; but the 
funds at their disposal are limited, and, if 
cleanliness and sanitation are important in other 
public buildings, they ere vastly more important 
in the place where children congregate. 

Another great fault at present is the want of 
provision for the talented children of the poor 
to climb the educational ladder, and from the 
utilitarian point of view their education leads 
to little or nothing. The quéstion, “What has 
the poor child. got out of it?’ is continually 
asked. It is no exaggeration to say. that these 
who are frequently the leading children in the 


‘ night, 


school are commonly employed in after-lifé in 
leading donkeys. 

The final defect (but by no means the least) 
which I wish to mention is the want of resi- 
dences in connection with the schools, 


The 
necessity for these is go obvious, and the yer, 


ships endured by teachers in travelling long dis- 
tancea in all weather conditions every day, or 
often finding a corner in the limited housing ac. 
commodation of the labourer, are so great that 
it ie unnecessary for me to dilate upon them. 
These are the main defects in our “ system.”’ 
The Education Bill aime at the removal of these 
defects, and to my mind they are urgently in 
need of. reform.— Yours, etc.,
